Conquered Islands Invited to 
Be Happy Under the 
Stars and Stripes,,

Orange Grove, N. J., Aug. 2.".— Presi- 
dent McKinley addressed 12,000 persons 
in the Auditorium this afternoon. He 
was introduced by Bishop Fitzgerald, 
who said there is no conflict between the 
Stars and Stripes and the Hag of the 
Cross, and that they iloat side by side 
for humanity, liberty and truth. 

The President said: "Love of coun- 
try is not inconsistent with religious 
faith. I believe that there is more love 
for our country and that more people 
love the Hag than ever before. Wher- 
ever the Hag is raised it stands not for 
despotism and oppression, but f<tr liberty, 
unity and humanity, and what that Hag 
lias done for us we want it to do for all 
people and all lands which by the for- 
tunes of war have come within its juris- 
diction. 

"That Hag does not mean one thing 
in the United States and another in 
Porto Rico and the Philippines. 

There has been doubt in sume quar- 
ters respecting the policy of the govern- 
ment in the Philippines. I see no harm 
stating it in this presence: First, 
peace; then, with charity for all, estab- 
lish a government of law and order, pro- 
tecting life and property, and occupation 
for the well-being 'of the people who will 
participate in it under the Stars and 
Stripes." 

When the President finished, the 
building shook with the intensity of the 
applause. When the tumult stopped the 
President said: " 1 have said more than 
I intended."

Christianity " Advanced to the High 
Level " of the Formerly Author- 
ized Teachings. 

Vancouver, Aug. 25.— The Japanese 
consul, Mr. Shime/.u, was interviewed 
to-day regarding an Associated Press 
despatch which intimated that Christian 
ily had received a .-heck in the Mikado's 
empire.

.Mr. Rowland Strong, an English news- 
paper man. deposed to '.lie fact that Es- 
lerhazy confessed to him that he wrote 
the famous bordereau. 

M. Cohort, expert of the Bank of 
Prance, who can claim to being the 
tirsl man in Franco to have declared in 
favor of Dreyfus, deposed examining the 
documents ill tin- case, ami that i'.sier- 
li.iz.v. and not Dreyfus, wrote the bor- 
dereau. W itness opened his deposition 
wiih a biiel personal statement, protest- 
ing against being characterized as a 
"doubtful expert" by tin- military parly. 
"But," hi added, in tones nl profound 
pity, and turning to Dreyfus, "1 have 
no right to complain, and am silent when 
I see b< fore me the unfortuuale man 
who sits there." A murmur of approval 
from the audience greeted these words 
ot sympathy. M. Cohort then repeated 
the evidence he had given before the 
court of cassation. He gave his testi- 
mony in a clear, convincing manner, and 
was emphatic in attributing the border- 
eau to Esterhnzy. Ai.sweriag questions 
of the iudu'cs. Cohort declared his con- 
viction that the bordereau was written 
in a running, natural hand, and said 
there was no tracing or other trickery. 

General (Jon?, asked permission to ques- 
tion M. Gilbert, and said: "In what ar- 
my list did yoq look for the name of 
I Ireyfus?" 

Cohort replied: "I used the list which 
is generally kept in business houses." 

The General pointed out thai this list 
did not give the information claimed by 
Cohort, but the latter maintained lie had 
stated nothing hut the pure and simple 
truth. General Conz. having alluded to 
certain undesirable acquaintances form- 
ed by M. Gobert, the latter replied, amid 
a sensation in court: "1 emphatically 
protest against the insinuations of Con- 
oral Gouz, There is not a single tvord 
of truth in what he says." 

There was a further dispute between 
General (ion/, and M. Cohort over the 
circumstarccs in connection with the hit- 
ter's examination of the bordereau. M. 
Cohort said that Colonel d'Abbeville was 
present, but the Colonel promptly ad- 
vanced and said he had never seen M. 
Gobert before to-day, adding: "If M. 
Cohort's other recollections are as exact 
as this, the court will draw its own 
conclusions." 

Dreyfus here declared in the most pos- 
itive manner that he had never been at 
the Bank of France, where M. Cohort 
was employed, or had relations with any 
one there. 

Colonel Jouuiistc asked M. Gobert for 
a more definite criticism of the border- 
eau, ami witness replied he noticed cer- 
tain similarities between the handwrit- 
ing of the bordereau and that of Drey- 
fus, but, he added, there were many im- 
portant differci s, which proved to him 

Dreyfus was not the author of the bor- 
dereau, and liis opinion has since hen 
confirmed, "because it was now proved 
the bordereau was the work of Ester- 
hnzy. (Sensation.) 

Replying to the court. M. Gobert sug- 
gested that the judges compare the bor- 
dereau \ V id, a letter admitted to be it) 
Esterhazy's handwriting, and dated 
from Rouen, August 17, 1894, and with 
a document written by the prisoner. 
"You will then unmistakably recognize." 
lie added, "that the bordereau is Ester- 
hazy's handwriting, and not the hand- 
writing of Dreyfus." (Great Sensation. ) 

The witness at this juncture identified 
the bordereau as the same which was 
submitted to him. and proceeded to point 
out the idcnticality of letters therein 
with letters admittedly written by Ester- 
hazy, saying that while the resemblance 
was not apparent in Dreyfus' handwrit- 
ing, in Fsteihazy's there were marked 
peculiarities of punctuation and the mnn- 

' of beginning fresh lines, which were 

noticeable in the bordereau, but which 
were not found in ihe prisoner's cnli- 
graphy.

a prominent Drovfusnrd referred to him 
as "the tin de siecle Cagliost ro." Drey- 
fusards refuse to regard him as anything 
but the prince of quacks. They cover 
his remarks willi ridicule, ami protest 
that the admission of his fantastic theo- 
ries as evidence before the court martial 
is a disgrace lo France. "Cost mm 
honte" was the remark heard on all 
sides when tin- session closed, and the 
audience, mainly made up of Dreyfus- 
arils, was being pressed outside by the 
gendarmes, who clear the court room as 
soon as tin- court adjourns. Neverthe- 
less even the Dreyfusiirds do md de- 
ceive themselves as to the effect M. Ber-

A remarkable feature of M. Bertillon s 
deposit i. in was tin- excitement he put in- 
to what was expected to be a calm, dis- 
passionate exposition of his theories. He 
thundered, shouted and waved his arms 
as though engaged in some terrible dis- 
pute. Once he literally shrieked, and 
numbers of the usual audience who had 
been unable to follow him and wore 
taking the air in the court yard rushed 
buck into the hall breathlessly inquiring 
what had happened, and imagining that 
In- was fulminating some dreadful de- 
nunciation or the accused. Their excite- 
ment, was turned into hilarity when they 
found that he was merely impressing up- 
on the judges thi' significance of the ex- 
act space measures between two -words 
in the bordereau.

necessity of not adding to their military 
forces? Ills answer is that although the 
I'zar Is the nominal head ul the govern 
menl of Russia and no donht sincere In his 
aspirations tor peace, he Is In reality In 
the hands of those who have designs for 
enlarging the Russian Empire In several 
directions by conquest. The immediate 
ami main object of their attentions Is 
China and It Is with a view to the conquest 
of thill country that they arc energetically 
pushing the Trans Siberian railway to 
completion. At the present time Russia 
has 120,000 soldiers In China who have 
all been taken to Manchuria by sea, going 
from Southern Russia through tho Iios- 
phorus to China. In a war with a naval 
power like (ireat Britain this sea route 
to China would bo unsafe for Russia and It 
would bo Impossible to send reinforcements 
but when the Trans-Siberian railway Is 
completed Russian troops with guns, am- 
munition and supplies of all kinds can pass 
safely through Russian territory to China 
without fear of attlU'U from any power. 

It Is estimated that It will lake live yours 
to complete the Trans-Siberian railway, 
mi it may take a little longer. Sir Llu- 
torn Simmons believes that when the rail- 
way Is completed and the military base of 
operations in Mnnchurn firmly established 
China will become a vassal if not a part 
or the Russian Empire unless In the mean- 
time China shall have organized a military 
force capable of meeting Russian soldiers 
in the field. He declares that neither Great 
Urltnln nor any other European Power can 
prevent this consummation of Russia's 
efforts, as the distance from Europe to 
China Is too great to permit any Power un- 
dertaking tho military operations that 
would ho required to arrest the progress of 
tlie Russian army advancing from Man- 
churia to lYkin and thence to the Yangtso 
valley. Ho thinks the only way In which 
China can possibly escape absorption by 
Russia Is to have a great Chinese army 
thoroughly trained and organized by some 
European Power. He says the material 
for such an army Is not to be despised as 
shown by the performances of Chinese sol- 
diers under the leadership of General Gor- 
don. 

Sir Llntorn Simmon* does not believe that 
tho Trans Siberian railway will ever be 
of any great commercial value. He Bays 
that It Is self-evident that no dividend can 
over be earned, and no returu expected 
from the vast expenditure In constructing 
It. and It must be regarded purely as a 
military line. 

An entirely different view of the great 
Siberian railway Is given by W. Durban In 
tho August number of the Contemporary 
Review. Mr. Durban has travelled all 
through both European Russia and Siberia, 
and Is very enthusiastic regarding the fu- 
ture of Siberia, lie does aot overlook the 
military Importance or the Trans-Siberian 
railway, but ho Is coufltfent that It will 
prove a great commercial success. Sir Lin- 
torn Simmons declares that the country 
through which tin- railway passes Is barren 
and almost worthless; Mr. Durban, while 
describing some barren sections where rail- 
way construction is most difficult, repre- 
sents the greater part of the line as run- 
ning through a magnificent country. He 
says li traverses South Siberia, where the 
climate is delightfully mild, ami taps one 
or toe flues! ralrent growing countries In the 
would. "All along this wonderful route." 
says Mr. Durban, "grass Is seen growing In 
rank luxuriance that can hardly be equalled 
in any other part of the globe. It Is Un- 
original homo of the whole graminivorous.

A CTJUE FOB CONSUMPTION. 

Dr. J. Mount-Bleyer Has Discovered 
WonderfuJ Effects Produced by 
Violet Rays. 

New York, Aug. 10.— Dr. J. Mount-Bleyer, 
of New York, a well known specialist on 
lung and throat diseases, says he has dis- 
covered n new cure for consumption and 
other diseases which any person may put 
to practical test. It Is an outcome of the 
discovery of the X-rays. Roughly speak- 
ing, this new treatment is given by ex- 
tracting the ultra-violet and other rays 
from sunlight raid showering them over the 
human body. Tills Is done by means of 
glass houses which look like hothouses', 
but which have variously colored panes of 
glass In the roof. Dr. Mount-Bleyer has 
proved the efficacy of the treatment by 
experiments on animals, birds and hum; ti 
beings. He has achieved startling result*. 
He Is about to erect n big hospital, inn do 
entirely with glass top and sides, in ir 
Liberty, N. Y. This is for those patlei is 
who can afford to spend time in a suul- 
tarlum, but be says that any person can 
construct n chromatic glass apparatus lu 
their own home by following his Instruc- 
tions us printed below. 

In addition to extracting I lie thereapcuttc 
properties from sunlight, Dr. Monnt-Uleyer 
also produces rays of colored light from 
vacuum tubes, which he finds have almost 
the same value as therapeutic agents. He 
utilizes those rays by means of an elec- 
trical cabinet. Tills cabinet Is titled up 
with vacuum tubes and mirrors, nnd an 
ozone apparatus Is also operated In con- 
nection with It, so that even ui night a 
patient can be treated just as though the 
sun were shining. For some eases the 
cabinet Is better than the ordinary sunlight. 

One of the remarkable results of this 
treatment Is the recovery of one of the 
British soldiers who was With Gordon la 
the Khartoum expedition. This man was 
dying of consumption before he took the 

treatment. II mid not walk without 

the aid of a stick, and ii was Impossible 
for him to walk upstairs without resting

I>r. Mount-Blpyer lias been coping with 
the colored glass problem for years, lie 

says It Is not on oiitei of the old blue 

glass craze, that all colors have their 
therapeutic properties. Sunlight, lie says. 
Is the great curative agent of the world. 
He was attracted to the work even before 
the fulled States Department of Agricul- 
ture of Washington made exhaustive ex- 
periments upon the effect of actinic rays 
from electric are lights upon growing 
plants. It was found by the doctor and 
those of the Agricultural Department tha! 
in nearly every ease plants growing under 
variously colored rnys ami glass were 
exposed to ordinary sunlight. Dr. Bleyer 
wondered if the same effect could not lie 
produced upon animals us upon plants, lie 
started to experiment with some of the 
lower forms of animal life of the microbe 
ehnrncter. These he cultivated In test 
tubes. The test tubes be placed in vari- 
ously colored glass boxes and thus exposed 

them to sunlight. He obt ill 1 11 wonderful 

exhilaration of growth. Then he began 
experimenting upon larger animals. He 
constructed chicken coqps, pig sties and 
dog boxes of colored glass. Some of these 
were made of blue glass, some violet, some 
red, some yellow. The -various colors pro- 
duced various effects, Uut the Violet was 
of the most beneficial value. 

For Instance, a young pig was placed la 
a sty which had been covered With violet 
glnss, lop and sides. Screen doors were 
placed In the ends, so that n good circu- 
lation of air could be obtained. When the 
pig was placed in the luclosure It was 



that Is necessary to cure diseases like run 
sumption, pneumonia, and nearly all of the 
contagious ailments. The oidlnnry window 
panes need not be dispirited.

Dr. Mount-Bleyer, who has been asked to 
communicate the results of his researches 
to the French Academy of Science, vfn.3 
asked to explain the action of sunlight In 
curing disease. He stud: 

•■It Is well known that differences of tern 
perature evolve electricity, as do also evap- 
oration and pressure, either suddenly pro- 
duced or removed, In which hitter category 
may be comprised u hiow or a stroke, ns 
for Instance, a horseshoe striking tire In the 
rapid motion of a horse's foot on a atone in 
the pavement. The lire Is kindled by the 
electricity evolved In the Impact.

THE FEELING IN CARIBOO. 

Our Vancouver despatch gives an idea 
of the feeling in Cariboo, which will !»• 
far from satisfactory to the Semliu gov- 
ernment and the few friends ii has left. 
Cariboo is nothing if not a miniii}; com- 
munity, JLnd nowhere has the mischief 
clone by the maladministration of the 
present administration been more 
severely felt. It was to bo expected 
that Mr. Helgesen, who is very closely 
in touch with the mining community, 
would realize very' quickly the trend of 
public opinion in his constituency and 
be prepared to give expression to it when 
the bouse meets. We have not heard 
anything of General Kinehant's inten- 
tions, but hope he will see his way clear 
to follow the same course. Neither of 
these gentlemen are under any obliga- 
tion to follow this moribund gove-rn- 
ernment any further or to sustain it, see- 
ing that its policy is operating so greatly 
to the injury of their own constituents. 
If either of them feels unable on per- 
sonal grounds to vote against the gov- 
ernment, the proper course to take would 
be to resign his seat and allow his con- 
stituents to select some one who will 
voice their sentiments. Mr. Helgesen 
has declared that he will take the former 
course. If (Jen. Kinchunt does not feel 
like doing so, we suggest to him that the 
latter is the only one open to him. Be- 
lieving him to be an honorable gentle- 
man, who will not be -willing to sit in 
the house ami vote contrary to what are 
the wishes of the people whom he repre- 
sents, we feel sure that Gen. Ivinchaut, 
when he is satisfied that the views of 
the people of Cariboo are as given by 
Dr. lteynoldn, will take either one course 
or the other of those above suggested. 



THE "SOUTH AFRICAN PROBLEM. 

A writer in the Fortnightly Review 
says that there are available in South 
Africa for military operations :!!j,. r >()() 
British troops and !)2,.'!00 Dutch. .More 
than half the Dutch are in Cape Colony, 
and 18,000 are in the Orange Free 
State. The Transvaal is credited with 
22,000. If the Dutch should decide to 
unite against the British, the problem 
presented would be a very ditUcult one, 
unless a quick blow could bo struck ut 
the Transvaal. The writer of the He- 
view article does not feel very sure of 
the attitude of the Dutch outside or 
Cape Colony, hut he thinks "it i.t, almost 
certain that large numbers of Cape 
Boers, the whole fighting population of 
the Orange Free State Dutch, and con- 
siderable contingents of Boors from Na- 
tal, British Bechuanaland, and even 
Rhodesia, 7iiny array themselves against 
the British." 

There may lie some reason to doubt if 
Premier Shreiner of Cape Colony is quite 
as fully in sympathy with British inter- 
ests in this matter as could be desired. 
He is said to favor the erection of a 
Dutch republic, but this may do him an 
injustice. The suggestion lias been made 
that the stubbornness or Kruger is duo 
in some measure to assurance from 
Shreiner of his friendship. 

The Dutch population of South Africa 
is a formidable factor. The Boer is a 
Xttirdy, industrious and religious individ- 
ual, hut in most respects lags two cen- 
turies behind civilization. This, un for- 
tunately, docs not render him the loss 
formidable as a lighter, but rather other- 
wise. There' seoms reason to think that 
the present crisis can only result in one 
of two ways, either British influence will 
become supreme, or South Africa will 
shortly pass under the dominion of the 
native Dutch. It hardly seems possible 
that so ricii a portion of the globe can 
come, under the dominion of such a re- 
actionary race as the Boers are, with 
fljj their many good qualities. 



SENATOR TEMPLE. 

Senator Temple died' yesterday in his 
eighty-Brat year. In a political way he 
could not In- said to be prominent, but 
the story of his life is not without its 
interest. Thomas Temple was the sou 
of an English emigrant, and came to 
New Brunswick with his father when 
very young. He had little or no edu 
rational advantages, his father's circum- 
stances being very poor. An aetivt 
youth, fond or horses and a 'good rider 
he entered the Yeomanry cavalry. This 
caused him to he selected to carry des- 
patches during "the Aroostook war," as 
it was called, when the boundary lie 
tweea Maine ami New Brunswick led 
to violence and almost to hostilities. It 
was on one of his rides as courier that 
he met his tirst wife, and she, attracted 
by his dashing manners and good looks, 
one clay followed him on one of her 
father's steeds, and "they twain wer 
made one flesh" by an accommodating 
parson. The elopement was forgiven, 
and as his father-in-law was fairly well- 
to-do, Temple got a little start in life 
in the lumber business, which he im 
proved so well as to become a man of 
considerable means and much influence. 
The shreivalty of York, N. B., becoming 
vacant, .Mr. Temple asked for it and was 
appointed, but he was content with the 
honor principally, giving the emoluments 
to his deputy. lie continued his busi- 
ness, and was at one time reputed to be 
quite wealthy. In connection with the 
late John Pickard, M. P., and E. R. 
Burpee, (.'. E., he built the Prederictou 
Branch Railway, now a portion of the 
<\ 1'. R. Mr. Temple entered parlia- 
ment in 1S84, on the death of John Pick- 
ard. 1L' then claimed to be an independ- 
ent, although he had always supported 
his predecessor, who was a Liberal. He 
subsequently gave his support to the 
Conservative party. He was appointed 
to the Senate to succeed the late Senator 
Odell, just before the general election of 
1890. He was not very pronounced in 
his political views. His first wife died 
not many years ago, ami he not very long 
since married a second time, his second 
rife being quite young. 
Senator Temple was a man full of 
energy anil ambition. Ho was an inde- 
fatigable worker, and very liberal in 
bis dealings with all with whom he had 
business relations. His lack of educa- 
tion alone prevented him from becoming 
one of the foremost men in Canada, lie 
hail certain qualities which would have 
been invaluable in public life, if he had 
otherwise been fitted for it, being very 
iv to take offence, ready to forgive 
ami forget a quarrel, and work heartily 
with those against whom he had been in 
antagonism.

Wo are so accustomed to hear even 
mr own people compare the enterprise 
>r Canadians to that or the people or the 
United States, much to the disadvantage 
of the former, that it is interesting to 
read what the secretary of the New 
York Commerce Commission says. 
Speaking of a visit to Montreal, the Sec- 
retary writes to the Journal of Commerce 
as follows: 

"New York has nothing even remotely 
ipproaehing the Canadian canals in size 
ami substantiality. As I was forced to 
remark, if the people of New York had 
the enterprise and spirit of financial 
acrifice,. so much in evidence in Canada, 
in the development of her maritime re- 
sources, and applied them to the natural 
advantages of this state, the growth and 
prosperity of our commerce would be a 
matter >>r world wonderment." 

It was the Oregonian which said a few 
lays ago that the enterprise of Canada 
seemed boundless. There is unquestion- 
ibly a great awakening in Canada as to 
hoc possibilities, and out of Canada as to 
tin- ill nek and energy of the Canadian 
people. It is a remarkable sign of the 
times that Canadian contractors are now 
figuring upon extensive railway work 
in China, A Canadian firm is engaged 
in large public works in Brazil. And yet 

hen a few years ago it was proposed to 
build the ( lunadian Pacific, it was neces- 

try to go to the United States to rind 
contractors willing to undertake the 
work.

The Cheshire regiment bad a strange ex- 
perience a few days ago. It was struck 
by lightning, while on the march in Ire- 
land, and several men were seriously in- 
jured. One bolt struck the Maxim gun, 
and it wa> then the chief mischief was 
done. In other cases the lightning 
rushed along the bayonets of the men. 
One of the rilles became red-hot. The 
despatches describe the incident as "a 
terrible ordeal." 



A treaty has just been concluded with 
the Indians in the Peace River district, 
near Lesser Slave lake, which gives very 
general satisfaction. Some doubt is ex- 
pressed as to the ability of the depart- 
ment to come to terms very readily with 
the tribes further west and north, and it 
is probable that the attempt will be post- 
poned until another year. The treaty 
just made is expected to have an import- 
ant influence upon the other tribes and 
render them more open to reason than 
they have hitherto been. 

Many iiearts will be sore to learn that 
most or the oldest pedigrees in Burke's 
Peerage are likely to be discarded as 
fairy tales. The Howard family, for 
example, is about to have something like 
six centuries knocked off its history, 
which will make it appear not much 
more ancient than the rest or us. Of 
course we all had ancestors in the time 
of Alfred the Great, but it is one thing 
to have them and another to be able to 
discover who they were. The man who 
can trace his pedigree for two centuries 
has got back a long way.

normous sums of money are being 
spent in the improvement of Boston har- 
bor. This is not because Boston lias 
not always had a pretty good harbor, 
but because experience has shown that 
large ships can carry freight cheaper 
than small ones, and hence the seaport 
that is best able to handle the large 
vessels stands a very good change of get- 
ting the lion's share of the trade. This 
is a point which the people of the 
cities of British Columbia would do very 
well to take into account. To secure 
commerce nowadays the most modern 
facilities must be provided. 



It is now proposed to use automobiles 
in war. As it is possible to explode 
dynamite and such things by the use of 
wireless telegraphy without going near 
the stuff at all, we may indulge a hope 
that soon it will not be necessary to 
send out troops to do any fighting. 
Automobiles will be used and they will 
carry machine guns, the movements of 
the carriages and the discharge of the 
weapons being regulated from the head- 
quarters of the " army," which may be 
at any safe distance. Then the losses 
will he stated at so many automobiles 
destroyed, injured or captured. Not a 
drop of blood will be shed. In fact 
there docs not. seem to be any reason 
why the rival commanders may not meet 
in some drawing room with an arrange- 
ment like a chess-board between them 
and light our battles then and there, 
with occasional intermissions for refresh- 
ments. Thus will war be robbed of its 
terrors. 



The Montreal Witness takes a view of 
the regulation requiring persons who 
work in coal mines underground to be 
able to pass a certain educational test, 
which will not exactly chime with the al- 
leged object of the government. The 
Witness says "the advantage of setting 
the Chinese to work learning English as 
soon as they land will be incalculable." 
We did not know that the object of the 
government was to secure the education 
of Chinese, hut possibly the Witness is 
right, for we recall that when Mr. Cham- 
berlain suggested that an educational 
test might with propriety be applied to 
Oriental immigrants, Mr. Cotton Object- 
ed that the government aimed at nothing 
so restrictive. This justifies the Witness 
in thinking that the object of the govern- 
ment is to get the Chinese into the coun- 
try and then proceed to educate them. 
We are not impressed with the sugges- 
tion that the advantages of this educa- 
tion will he incalculable, either to Ca- 
nadians or Chinese, but perhaps Mr. Cot- 
ton will take occasion to explain through 
the News-Advertiser how this will be. 
Is the idea Unit white labor is quite con- 



tent to compete with educated Chinese, 
but not against ignorant Chinese? Will 
Mr. Cotton kindly explain?

In the press of matter nearer home 
most of the newspapers have omitted to 
notice that during the present summer 
the Tovised treaties between Jupnn and 
foreign nations have come into effect, 
and the courts of that empire now have 
jurisdiction over foreigners. The last 
of the consular courts went out of exist- 
ence on August 4, and were those main- 
tained by France and Austria. This 
will afford a crucial test of the progress 
of Japan towards civilization. If the 
native courts are found to do justice to 
Europeans and Americans, the disposi- 
tion will be to admit that Japanese 
civilization has been a success, but if the 
contrary is the case and necessity arises 
to restore the foreign jurisdictions, the 
pride of the people will suffer a severe 
blow and very momentous consequences 
may result. The best observers are 
convinced of the desire of the govern- 
ment to discharge its new duties faith- 
fully, but it is a little unfortunate that 
just at this time the reactionary spirit, 
which calls itself "Young Japan," should 
be manifest. 



THE DECREPIT AM KICK. 

From the New York Post. 

Sir Salter Pyne, the Englishman who 
has passed the last thirteen years of his 
life in Cabal, as a sort of general super- 
visor for the Ameer, has hail n an. re or 
less serious difference regarding money 
matters with that potentate, und has left 
Afghanistan, probably for good. He says 
that the Ameer is in fairly good health 
just now, hut that he has not been able 
to walk, or even to stand on his feet, 
for the last live years, and that his next 
attack will probably be fatal. As re- 
gards the question of succession, Sir Sal- 
ter thinks that n great deal will depend 
upon whether the last illness of Abdur- 
r'linmim is long or short. If it is short, 
his eldest son, Habhibulah Khan, who 
already holds durbars in Lis father's 
name, will be able to secure the throne 
before any successful opposition can be 
organized. The only danger likely to 
arise would be froui Ishak Khan, but 
for a long time past the Ameer has been 
consolidating his rule by the suppression 
or removal of all formidable malcon- 
tents, and the chances of internal dis- 
sension upon his death are less likely 
now than ever before. Sir Salter says 
that the animosity of the Afghans 
against the British is much loss obvious 
than it used to be, and that ofllcially the 
present relations with the Indian govern- 
ment are pleasant. He admits that the 
Ameer thinks that the Russian govern- 
ment, being autocratic, is superior to 
that or the British, which is altogether 
too liberal for his tastes, lint at the 
same time he realizes the power of tlie 
English, and the advantage of being on 
good terms with them. As fur Russian 
agents in Cabul, Sir Salter says that he 
never saw or heard of one there.

H. M. S. Amphion, most popular ship 
with Victorians of any in Her Majesty's 
squadron, has the homeward pennant 
tlying this morning, with orders to sail 
fur Acapulco on the first leg of her 
journey back to the Motherland at 10 
o'clock. With her go the heartiest good 
wishes of every citizen of British Col- 
umbia's capital for each and every one 
on board, from Captain Finuis to his 
cabin boy. 

It is not probable that the Amphion 
will be seen again on this station — for 
many years at least. There is a differ- 
ence of opinion as to what ship will 
succeed her. 11. M. S. Vindictive having 
been reported us commissioning at Chat- 
ham to take her place. The Vindictive 
is. like the Amphion, a twin-screw 
cruiser ( ,f the second class, hut she is 
somewhat more modern in type, and is a 
vessel of 5,750 tons register, as against 
the Amphion's tonnage of 4,300; while 
her power is exactly double that of the 
old favorite— 10,000 i. h. p.. whereas that 
of the Amphion is 5,00(1. 

The report is also revived that, a battle- 
ship of the first class will form part of 
Admiral Beaumont's squadron, and in 
this connection it was stated at Esqui- 
malt yesterday that II. M. S. Royal 
Oak, a sister ship of the Royal Sover- 
eign, is shortly to be detached from the 
Mediterranean fleet, to come to the 
North Pacific, as the first battleship ever 
stationed in these waters. The Royal 
Oak is a twin-screw battleship of the 
first class, fully armored, with a tonnage 
of 14,500 and 0,000 i. h. p. She curries 
upwards of (100 men, and is a floating 
lighting machine second to none that 
America has ever seen. 

But while this would undoubtedly 
make her a more interesting craft to the 
careless visitor, it could not give her the 
Amphion's place in the hearts of Vic- 
torians, who well remembered the ship 
and her .hearty, whole-souled officers and 
men on every occasion she has been 
stationed at Esquimalt. 

It was on her former commission here, 
In command of Captain E. Groy-Hulton, 
abQUt ten years ago now, that the Am- 
phion passed through the greatest ad- 
venture that any warship lias in Pacific 
waters this century — and continued to 
float. She was at that time on her 
way to Vancouver, carrying the then 
Governor-General of Canada, Lord 
Stanley of Preston, and bis distinguished 
party. ' It was a day of dense fog. yet 
time pressed, and the ship was running 
at half sjieed. In rounding into Haro 
strait there was a crash, an ominous 
sound of ripping, and a bole upwards of 
lUi feet long and from 2 to II 
had been torn in the steel hull. 

At. tin? same instant the ship was 
wheeled as though on a pivot, and while 
the crew threw canvas mats over the 
side which drew into the gaping wound 
and lessened the inrush of water, a 
course was shaped for Esquimalt, the 
ship running at full speed through the 
murky night. Realizing that there was 
no available place to beach her. and hur- 
riedly calculating her filiating life by the 
rate of her water-taking, her officers 
concluded that they had a chance to 
save the ship by running for it. And 
they did it, so 'coolly that the distin- 
guished people on board never knew 
until long months later how desperate a 
chance they had taken. Esquimalt was 
made ami the dock en:, red with an hour 
or two to spare.

Co-operative Creameries — A meeting of 
the Victoria District Farmers' Institute 
was held at Coluuitz hall last evening. 
Mr. John Shopland read :i paper on co- 
operative creameries, and a general dis- 
cussion followed. 



The crops throughout the province 
have been very severely damaged by the 
recent rains, but just how badly it is as 
yet hard to state, as much ut" the grain 
which was at last reports apparently 
ruined may have been saved by Lin- re- 
turn of fine weather. A representative 
of tlie Ltrackmaii & Ker Milling Co., 
who made a tour through the Delta dis- 
trict, on the Lower Fraser, writing on 
Wednesday, gives a very blue report of 
the prospects. lie says there are 2,01)0 
tons of bay iu the Held which he con- 
siders ruiued, while the oat crop has 
been badly damaged, much of it having 
been knocked down, which will make it 
hard to cut. lie did not visit Sea and 
Lulu islands, but was given to under- 
stand that the conditions there were 
similar to those in the Delta. 

In Chilliwaok all the hay was housed 
before the wet weather commenced, and 
the farmers had just got nicely to work 
harvesting their grain when the rain 
commenced. As a consequence there is 
a considerable quantity of wheal, sprout- 
ing in shocks, and the oats and peas 
which were not cut are lying down. 

On Vancouver Island all the hay was 
in before the wet weather commenced, 
aaid some grain was cut, but the damage 
was not very serious. 

From the Okanagan valley Messrs. H. 
1*. Itithet & Co., owners of the Columbia 
mills, Enderby, receive a daily report. 
That received yesterday pictures the con- 
ditions as very serious. The writer says 
the mill will have to handle a great 
quantity of damaged wheat, and if the 
line weather did not come soon, nil tin' 
wheat in the Okauagan Valley would be 
more or less damaged. 

It is pleasing to quote one man who 
keeps posted on the conditions in the 
agricultural district* and holds a more 
optimistic view. Mr. D. It. Ker, man- 
aging director of the Brackmun & Ker 
Milling Co., flays this is not the first 
time that there have been early ruins 
and reports of crop ruination. A man 
going through a district just after or dur- 
ing a rain receives the bluest kind of re- 
ports, but nine times ont of ten as soon 
as the line weather come* the farmers

They control the 
resources of a large and exceedingly 
rich country, and even though 110 crops 
were harvested for several years, they 
could still obtain enough cash and sup- 
plies by impressing >.o their use the 
treasures of the church, the storehouses 
of farmers and manufacturers, and the 
funds of private individuals, u system of 
levy which they have long enforced with 
considerable success. All the ships 
coming ,:nd going in the ports recently 
opened to trade pay heavy tribute to tin 
insurrection. Much of the profits of 
this informal sort of government arc 
supposed to go into the pockets of the 
leaders, excepting Aguinaldo, who is 
generally acquitted of enriching himself 
by the present war, but when the public 
treasury becomes empty the politicians 
who are exploiting Aguinaldo may, if 
they see a possibility of success, consider 
the war a good private investment. 

Reports brought through Spaniards 
and Filipinos in this city are that the 
spirits of the insurrectionists are im- 
proving. 

The Americans, like the Spaniards, 
must defer to nature, and rest on their 
arms most of the time while the country 
is a mud wallow. The generals arc 
telling their followers that American in- 
action during the past month is due to 
discouragement and demoralization. The 
Filipino soldiers, according to these in- 
formants, are tolerably contented. Al- 
though the paymaster seldom appears, 
they are living as comfortably as they 
have been accustomed to, being clothed 
and receiving rations which an Ameri- 
can or European could not live on, 
chiefly rice, with only occasionally a little 
fish or meat. They are fairly well 
housed, having taken possession of the 
dwellings and public and church build- 
ings in the towns upon which they arc 
quartered, and they add to their living 
stock by looting. 

Through the American secret service 
come different stories— that the Filipino 
arm is becoming decimated by daily de- 
sertions to the number of 2lt or 30, and 
is fast losing heart and on the verge of 
disruption. Past experience with the 
secret service justifies a suspicion that 
many of its employees, most of whom 
are natives or Spaniards, are deeply in- 
terested in holding their places by seem- 
ing to earn their pay, while the refugees 
who come through the lines have been 
disposed to give reports which they 
think will please the authorities. Al- 
most since the beginning of the war they 
have pictured the Filipino army as on 
its last legs, and its collapse but a ques- 
tion of days. Two months iiro Gen. 
Otis caused the country to be placarded 
with an offer of SMO for each insurgent 
rifle voluntarily surrendered. If the 
Filipino soldiers were deserting by com- 
panies, tired by war and converted to 
Vmericnn rule, many of them might be 
xpected to bring their guns into the 



American lines and receive the reward. 
The entire hnrves' from this offer, how- 
ever, has been less than 100 guns. 

There was a time when Aguinaldo s 
biggest army hung in the balance, when 
its destruction appeared inevitable. Flint 
was when MncArthur had captured San 
Fernando and Law-ton was marching up- 
on San Isidro, with the Filipinos scat- 
tering before him. LaWton had made 
himself a terror to the insurrectionists, 
because no (Obstacles stopped him. If 
the country was roadless, his men cut 
roads, and the General and bis staff took 
off their coats ami helped. When ra-
